How the Range is Found 


The Range Finder is an Important 
Instrument Used on Warships 


One of the most important instru- 
ments used on a warship is the range 
finder, for without this instrument it 
is practically impossible to aim the 
guns accurately, without first incur- 
ring a serious delay in getting the 
range by trial shots. Range finders 
all work on much the same principle, 
images of 
sighted on being received through the 
two object glasses, one located near 
each end and on the side of the tube, 
being reflected and refracted by a 
system of mirrors and prisms so that 
both are brought to the eye of the ob- 
server, who looks through the eye- 
piece located at the middle of the tube 


and on the opposite from the object 


glasses. 

The right-hand object gJass trans- 
mits only the upper half of the ob- 
ject sighted, and the left-hand ob- 
ject glass the lower half. When sight- 
ing on a ship for example, the rigging 
and funnels will appear to be offset 
horizontally from the lower part of 
the ship so long as the instrument is 
not set for the correct range, The 
images are then brought together by 
a thumbscrew that moves one of the 
prisms and_ this sets a scale that 
shows. the distance in yards to the 
ship.

In England and, -the, United States 

it is conceded that ten per cent. of all 
deaths are caused directly or indirect: 
ly by drink. If we adopt one-half of 
that percentage for Canada it gives 
us about five thousand deaths caused 
by Grink in Canada every year. Where 
there are so-many-deaths there must 
be a much Jarger number who are 
more or less injured by it. We shall 
certainly be within the ‘mark if we 
Say that ten thousand persons are 
killed and injured every year by drink. 
_ It has been shown.in several places 
that it costs about five times as much 
as the revenue received fram the traf- 
fic to care for the paupers, orphans 
and criminals it Causes, 
_ It has also been, shown that if the 
money spent in d¥ink were spent in 
useful articles, it' would ‘give employ- 
ment to eight times as many persons 
as are engaged in the manufacture of 
liquors. 

Reporis from many places show 
that the burden of taxation is greater 
in wet than in-dry towns. In 
places the tax fate is double. The 
saving in police ‘expenses . alone is 
more than.the. license fees. These 
statements are not mere theory; they 
have actually occurred in many places 
and the prosperity following prohibi- 
tion confirms them, 

So much for the needed prohibition 
even in peace times,, but do the peo- 
ple want prohibition? In Ontario they 
have voted on .three different occa- 


prohibition and.there is no evidence 
that they have changed their lines 

Again nearly three-fofirths of the 
municipalities of Ontario have adopt- 
ed local probibition of their own ac- 
cord and are so well satisfied with it 
that not one has. repealed it in the 
Past five years, notwithstanding all 
the efforts of the: powerful liquor traf- 
fic.

ORK on the battleship Cal- 
ifornia, the keel of which 
was recently laid, is pro- 

-~ Bia sing well at the 

Brooklyn navy ard. The California 
has been designed with an eye to the 
adaptation of a}] modern improvements 
in vessels of war and will be one of the 


largest and most effective ever built for 
our navy and will rank favorably with 
the great superdreadnaughts of Euro- 
pean powers. 

No keel laying has ever created the 
interest in this country that attaches 
to the recent ceremony. The California 


battleship, and the secretary of the 
navy is authority for the statement that 
she is the forerunner of other splendid 
fighting craft of perhaps a mightier 
type. The secretary said the people of 
the country realize that this is a day 
when preparedness is essential, and the 


| tenor of his remarks indicated that the 


| Sovernment would obey the will of the 
| people. 

For the first time Secretary Daniels 
told the story of the great super- 
dreadnaught that is to be. “The uses,” 
he said, “to which electricity has been 
put are well nigh countless, but it 
seems significant that electric propul- 
sion for the modern battleship is first 
to be installed upon the splendid man- 
of-war whose keel we have met to lay 
The electric drive is one Of the latest 
results of the pioneer spirit in the uti- 
lization of electric force. It is a source 
of pride that the American navy is in- 
itiating the movement for its use upon 
battleships. 

“It may be said that the battleship 
California represents one of the great- 
est advances in modern marine engi- 
| neering. Electric propulsion has been 
widely discussed in all countries for 
several years, but the United States is 
the only nation which has got past the 
discussion stage. For two years and a 
half the 20,000 ton collier Jupiter has 
| béen using the only electrical high pow- 
er marine installation afloat. 

“The California is the logical out- 
eqme of the department's experiments 
on the Jupiter, and she will be the first 
battleship in the wofld to be propelled 
| by electricity. The combination of the 
| electric drive and oil fuel will enable 
|} her, at ten Knots speed—the speed al- 
Ways calculated by navy experts for 


endurance—to steam for nine days 
longer than a coal burning dread- 
naught. In other words, the California 


wall be able to steam nearly twice as 
far as the Wyoming or Arkansas, 

‘Her sister ships, the new Mississ!p- 
p§ and Idaho, building at Newport 
News and Camden respectively, will 
share with the California the distinc- 
tipn of being the largest battleships 
yet built or building for our navy. The 
limit of cost of each of these men-of- 
war, exclusive of armor and armament, 
ig $7,800,000, while the actual contract 
pfices of the three vessels show a con- 
siderable saving from these figures 
The California completed will repre- 
sént an outlay of about $15,000,000. 

“The fourteen inch guns which she ts 
to motftyshaving extreme. battle ranges 
and greater striking power than any 
naval gun now in use, offer the advan- 
tage of allowing the mounting of twelve 
of them on a single ship, as against 
eight guns of the fifteen inch type 
which have been adopted by some other 
navies. 

“With a length over all of 624 feet, 
a length on water line of 600 feet and 
extreme breadth of 97 feet 4% Inches, 
with a draft of thirty feet, a displace- 
ment of 82,000 tons and a speed of 
twenty-one knots, and with an arma- 
)mést, in addition to her twelve four- 
teen-inch high powered guns in four 
turrets, of a secondary battery of twen- 
ty-twy five-inch rapid fire guns, and 
witk four submerged torpedo tubes ca- 
pable of firing the largest type of tor- 
pedoes, the California will be one of tho 
most formidable ships of war afloat.”

On 
the contrary she should demand it. 
She should insist that it be regarded 
not as an extraVagance, nor as an in- 
vestment, but as a necessity. It must 
come before luxuries, such as super- 
millinered bonnets for the wife and 
cigars for the husband. It should 
come before a savings bank account. 
In fact, it should arrive with the 
wedding presents. A husband who 
cannot afford to put a policy of in- 
surance upon his life in the hands of 
his bride is too poor to buy a marriage 
license or to pay a wedding fee.

The hog house should be large 
and light, and kept dry and free from 
filth. The cement floor is a good 
me as it can be kept clean more 
easily than any other kind: but 
plenty of litter should be allowed. 
Clean straw should be given every 
day, and all old litter scraped out 
and carried away, When the weather 
is good, the hogs should be let out 
into a yard each day, and should be 
fed and shut up early.
